“Virtue and vice must coexist,” he tells 
us.

For 
this he offers no proof that we can discover, 
except the assumption that everything must 
have its contrast—not in thought merely, 
which might be conceded, but la actual ex- 
istence.

Spirit Power Working in a Mysterious 
Way. 
“Thy Faith has Made the Whole.” 
“ Faith-healing " does not seem to be con- 
ned exclusively to this country. According 
to the Halifax Courier this method of restor- 
ing the sick is resorted to extensively in Aus- 
tralia. A Mr. Wood, of Adéiaide, claims that 
he has miraculous healing power, and on one 
occasion he extended to the sick, lame, and 
blind, a cordial invitation to meet him at 
Workman's Hall, in that city, and he would 
cure them. The congregation Included peo- 
ple of all ages and classes, attendants at 
chapel, professors, and also scorners. The 
doors were closed long before the time for the 
commencement of the proceedings; hundreds 
were unable to gain admission. Mrs, Morgan 
who resided in Adelaide, briefly stated that 
for twenty years she had suffered from heart 
disease, but the moment Mr. Wood lald his 
curative hand upon her she felt a quietude 
within, and was conscious that she had been 
cured. She affirmed that over 1,000 had been 
cured of their diseases, and hundreds brought 
to tho Lord. Thousands hed been brought to 
Mr. Wood's house, and during the dinner 
hour of that day thirty sick had been healed. 
Many bad left their crutches behind them, 
going away rejoicing in their ‘new strength 
of body.

What is Spiritualism in the past, and 
wherein does it differ from that vast and 
world-wide movement which has brought to- 
gether the thousands assembled here this 
day? Spiritualism depends for the proofs of 
its reality upon spirit communion, and this 
is, and ever has been, effected through certain 
phenomenal modes, some of which appeal di- 
rectly to the senses, others to the mind. * Aa 
to the difference between ‘the past and pres-

peoples. In most ancient titnes, or- 
ders of well informed and highly instructed 
persone were set apart to minister to the peo- 
ple in respect to spi itual bec se These per- 
rons constituted t A werful hierarchies of 
the ancient priest s. In India, Egypt, and 
generally throughout the East, the priesta 
were also prophets; that is to say, they were 
-naturally inspired persons, endowed from 
birth with peculiar gifts of seeiship and oth: 
er powers, then called “magical,” now styled 
“medinmistic.” There is no doubt that they 
improved their gifts by searching into and 
mastering the occult forces of nature. They 
ndapted themselves, too, by abstinence, con- 
templation and pure dovoted lives, for the at 
tain: of gh spiritual powers, and though 
the whrid\of/modern civilization now scorn- 
fully regards the ancient priests as “ pa- 
gans“ and “heathens,” and attempts to cast 
obloquy on thelr achievements by stigmatiz- 
ing them as“ magic,” it is very certain, that 
their powers were-stupendous; that they were 
the result of u complete mastery of the forces 
of magnetism sand payebology. and that if 
the priests” of today had the same sublime 
knowledge of occult forces, and the same in- 
timate means of communing With exalted 
spiritual intelligences, they would not be the 
useless ants of modern ecclesiastic- 
ism they now are, while the church would 
be the spiritual home of the people Instead of 
the scene of a dull, lifeless routine of prayers 
that no one ever expects to be answeréd, and 
— to a spiritual existence of which the 
church can give no proof, save by referring 
back to the ages of antiquity. , 

For many of the mithods of ancient com- 
munion with spirits, no better transeripb can 
be found than the Hiudoo Vedas, the Persian 
Zendavesta, the Hebrew Talmud, Mahometan 
Koran, and Jewish Seripturea. Of course, in 
the excessive egotism of modern Christianity, 
it is assumed that the last, is the only. relia:

and worthless, On this insolent and blas. 

hemous assertion of God's partiality and in- 
ustice, we have now no comments to make.

Meantime. as the Bible is the most familiar 
of the ancient record to modérn thinkers, we 
need but challenge you toa close study of its 
pages, to find records of every form of phe- 
nomena by which the Spirit-world ever has, 
or can hold commuoion with man.

well as universal magnetiam, furnished the 
key which unlocked’ the mystery of ancient 
magic; the specialties of prophetic power; the 
healing virtue imparted by touch through 
Jesus and his apostles; the maryels of will; 
the secrets of witchcraft-and spiritual en- 
dowments; in a word, the mystic life princi- 
ple, the use and power of which, both by 
spirits and mortals, constitute the true foren 
by which all occult and spiritual phenome» 
un are wrought. The followers of Mesmer, 
improving upon his sublime discovery, and 
ashing their experiments deeper and higher 
nto the realms of invisible forces, mon man- 
ifested to the world the miracle of clairvoy- 
ance and seership, Mesmerized subjects, 
passing beyond the narrow confines of mate- 
rialiem, and soaring away from animal to 
spiritan magnetism, at last penetrated into 
the realms of soul life; brought back-tid- 
ings of the Father's 
which all the vanish 
past have found homes, and new spheres 
of ever advancing: progress, The dead were 
all shown to be in the continudnee of 
quenchiess life; the evil in judgment. the 
good lo glory. locredible as these revela- 
tions at first seemed to be, they gradually 
wove their way into the acceptance of every 
candid investigator.

A GhostlyVisitant. 


Not a little excitement exists in Stairway, 
Pike County, Penn., over the appearance of s 
strange phantom which, it is claimed, is none 
other than that of the murderer and suicide, 
George Jacob Schmedlin. It is but à little 
over three months since a tragedy, which 
ended in the loss of two lives, occurred, and 
which ia recalled by the ghost which now 
haunts the spot where the shot was fired that 
killed Frank Heitz, Heitz was a German, 
twenty-two years of age, a quarryman. work- 
ing for the Rilgoar juestone Company, mid- 
way betwee! — gd and Lower Stairway. 
Sehmedlin worked in the quarry with Heitz, 
who bearded with him, In March Mra Schmid- 
lin died, the result of overwork aad ill-treat- 
ment of her husband, Her husband madea 
rough pine coffin from an old drygoods box, 
and buried her without religious rite in the 
yard at the rear of his dwelling. A month lat- 
er he secured at Castle Garden, the services 
of a newly landed German girl, Anná Schmitt, 
to act hs bia housekeeper. 

Young Heitz formed quite an attraction 
for the new housekeeper, which was recipro- 
cated, and a friendship sprang up between 
them. This displeased Schmedlin, who, af- 
ter qoarretiog with Heitz, ordered him from 
thè house. Several days afterward Heitz and 
„Auna boarded the afternoon train for New 
York City. Schmedlin was wild with rage 
and threatened to kill Weitz on sight. The 
— returned on the following day a 
made the statement that they had been - 
ried in Hoboken. This increased Sebmedlin's 
anger, and on Monday night, May 12th, he 
laid in wait for Heitz along the tracks of 
the Erie railroad and shot him. 

The only clew to the murder was that 
Heitz recognized Schmedlin's voice in an ex- 
clamation made as the shot wag fired. Heitz 
died in about a month after the shooting. 
Schmediin was arrested and early in his trial 
made a confession. He was sentenced to be 
hung. On Sunday night, July 13th, the jail- 
or at the congty prison at Milford, where 
Schmedlin was incarcerated, made the dis- 
‘covery that the murderer had made a rope by 
tearing a towel in two and tying the ends 
together, and hung himself In the cell. The 
affair, though it created a great sensation at 
the time, had almost been. forgotten, when

Ingenuity auf wit both imply acuténess. 
Ingenuity comprehends invention, and wit 
knowledge. Wit is seen in aptness of ex- 
pression. Wisdom is the discreet use of un- 
derstanding relative to causes and effects. 
Coleridge calls wisdom “Common sense in 
an uncommon degree.” Solomon was deeply 
impressed with the superiority of wigdom, as 
Proverbs clearly show. Every age has been 
supplied with Jearned and eloquent men, but 
not so well with wise. How few of the 773,- 
000 words of the Bible are words of wisdom. 
The wisdom of Christ ia substantially con- 
tained in the Sth of Matthew. 

2. Who are philosophers? Pythagoras, be- 
ing asked In what art he most excelled, said 
he was master of none, but was a philosopher: 
that as In the public games some contended 
for glory and some for galu, while others 
were merely spectators; so In life, amid the 
pursuits of men ‘some are Indifferent to all 

nrsuits, but apply themselves to wisdom. 

le who is engrossed with one art is necessa- 
rily a specialist; and this ts the antithesis of 
the piilosopher, Pope says: 

"Doe science only will ono genius fit: 

So broad is art, so narrow hu wit.” 

If this ia true of the science), with what 
greater foree must'lt apply when one propos- 
es to devote the mind to those universal laws 
by which alone phenomena of the universe 
can be underatood, thagoras taught the 
philosopher waa not only the most modest of 
all men, but the most independent, being in- 
different to both glory and gain. Anxiety to 
accumulate, or to getain popularity, takes 
from perfect independence, The philosopher, 
rather than surrender his. profession, would 
say: f 
“Give me again my hollow tree, 

A crustof bread and liberty ;" 
or with another: 
” > Were gen Paradise 
A prison, I'd leap its golden walls.” 

One may excell as a specialist, be eminent 
as a chemist Wecomplis as a, thebloglan, 
wonderful as a mathematician, comfortable 
as a millionaire, and still be no philosopher. 
The accumulation of details beyond a com- 
prehensive knowledge and the ion of 
wealth beyond competency’ would be a hin- 
derance to the philosophic mind, which has 
little time or'patience to. dwell on multifari- 
ous details, The scientist deals with nature 
concretely in its objects; the philosopher ab- 
stractly in Its laws. Single phenomena are 
facts; grouped they are laws, and laws are 
the alphabet of, philosophy. Tie known Is 
history. Philosophy is not history. The phil- 
osopher pursuea some. new principle which 
shows the relation of the special to something 
more universal, When that is discovered, he 
seeks another. Were he tostop for profit from 
his discoveries, he might become an eminent 
scientist, mechanic or divine, but he would 
case to be a philosopher. 

3. No two philosophers have been able to 
define philosophy alike. The popular con- 
ception is that it le a tangled mass of absurd- 
ities, It is like love—the more you have of it 
and the less you say about it, the better.
